Cable Laying 


An engineering friend of mine has been 

telling me some interesting things about 
the way in which the new telephone cable 
is being laid across the Itish Sea. 
' After the cable has been taken on board 
the ship and coiled in tanks—a job that 
takes at least fourteen hours for a cable 
to stretch across the Irish Sea—the cable- 
ship gets ready to start its work. A short 
length of cable is floated out from the 
shore and spliced to that stored on the 
ship, which starts to move slowly towards 
the point at which the other end of the 
cable is to be taken ashore—somewhere 
on the Welsh coast. | 

Experience of cables already laid 
across the Irish Sea tells the officers how 


much cable is to be paid out, but they 


check this by constant use of such instru- 
ments as t  echo-sounding device, which 
gives them the exact depth of water and, 
therefore, the right amount of cable to 
pay out. This is one of the most impor- 
tant things in the whole job, because if 
too little cable is paid out it will be 
strained, and if too much is used there 
will not be sufficient to complete the 
distance. 
Special measuring instruments are em- 
ployed to check the length of cable paid 
d to record the strain which is 
on it. Fortunately, the cable- 
\p now working in the Irish Sea

Brake Tester 


HE man who drives with inefficient 
brakes is a lunatic, and, if he is at all 
To assist its 
members to ascertain the degree of 
eficiency of their brakes, the R.A.C. is 
supplying a simple brake tester. It takes 
the form of a hollow metal block, approxi- 


nately 4” high, 23” broad and 13” deep. 


rhe instructions for using the tester are 
printed on it. 

It should be placed towurds the direction 
of travel. on a level portion of the car 
ficor. When the car has attained a speed 
of approximately 25 m.p.h. the brakes 
should be applied firmly. If the tester 
does not fall over forward, the brakes are 
dangerous and require: immediate atten- 
tion.. 

The R.A.C. is providing these testers 
as a rough and ready method of ascer- 
taining from time to time whether the 
orakes of a car require attention. They 
are supplied free to members applying at 
the head office, Pall Mall, to any branch 
office, or at a charve of 6d. to cover the 
cost of packing and posting.

In 1897, on the 
death of Mr. James Booth, who lived. next 
door to the school, his son, Mr. Richard W 
Booth, preseuted the house in which his fathe1 
had lived to the school, At an outlay of 
£1,500 the two houses were made one, and the 
school was specially equipped for the work it 
had in view. 

The Chairman bore cordial testimony to the 
part which Mr. A, M. Fullerton, 0.B.E., had 
cee in connection with that step forward. 
Now, after forty years, largely owing to the 
fine State provision made for widows and 
orphans in Northern Ireland, the number of 
orphans needing such a home had consider- 
ably lessened, and the Governors felt that 
they were not justified in maintaining 50 
large premises as those in Harrington street 
to provide only for sixteen orphans. 


THE NEW PREMISES 


They had, therefore, disposed of the 
-premises in Harrington street, and purchased 
these premises in Northbrook road. Already 
decided advantages had accrued, not the least 
of these being that the girls in the school 
found the premises much more homely than 
those they had just vacated.

Towards Decision 


There is an old German proverb which 
says: ‘‘the cleverer gives way”; and 
Britain’s policy towards the Spanish 
situation provides an apt illustration of 
its truth. Since the very beginning of the 
fighting in Spain it has been obvious that 
attempts were being made to vlace His 
Majesty’s Government in a false position. 
From the outset the two Fascist Powers 
gave more or less open assistance to 
Genera] Franco. One of the earliest 
incidents of the war was the crashing of 
an Italian aeroplane in North Africa, 
where the French authorities were ahle to 
establish beyond yea or nay the fact that 
Signor Mussolini, flushed with the success 
of his daring bluff in Abyssinia, was 
determined to do everything in his power 
to secure victory for the Spanish 
insurgents. Since that time Jtalian 
‘volunteers’ have been pouring into 
Spain. Many have been sent directly 
from Italian to Spanish ports. Many 
more have been sent via North Africa on 
ships carrying General Franco’s flag. and 
it has been estimated that not less than 
80,000 Italian troops, with their own 
officers, and fighting their own 
regular. formations, are operating . in 
the Peninsula. Signor Mussolini, to 
give him his due, never has made 
any real secret of this fact. In 
his newspaper, the Popolo d’Italia, he has 
boasted on more than one occasion that 
Italy is not neutral. Official casualty lists 
of the Italian losses in Spain have been 
published, and generals wearing the 
Italian uniform hive been hauled over the 
coals by ihe Duce in consequence of their 
failure to force a rapid decision. For 
more than a year now the island of 
Majorca in the Balea.ic group has been 
occupied by Italian forces, nominally 
under General Franco’s command. ‘The 
island has been transformed to al] intents 
and purposes into a first-class naval and 
air base for the Italian High Command; 
and there is not the slightest doubt that 
Signor Mussolini, with or without the 
advice of his military and naval advisers, 
has made up his mind that, at all costs, 
a victory for the Spanish Government 
must be prevented. 

From the strategic point of view, Signor 
Mussolini’s Spanish policy is calculated to 
produce two results, He hopes, in the first 
place, to endanger the British sea route 
to India and the Far East through the 
Mediterranean—which his newspapers 
have been describing as m@re nostro; and,

in the second place. by the fortification of

to interfere with the transport of troops 
between North Africa, which is France’s 
great reservoir’ of man-power, and 
Marseilles. Every other aspect of the war 
in Spain has been subordinated to these 
two objectives, Signor Mussolini does not 
care a rap about either side in Spain. If 
it suited his book to-morrow he would 
back the Government against General 
Franco; but the truth is that he believes 
that he can hold the General under his 
thumb, where he would have no chance 
with the Government. Manifestly, neither 
France aor Great Britain can tolerate a 
permanent occupation of Spanish territory 
by the Italians. Both Powers have been 
trying to solve the problem by diplomatic 
Ineans, and have shown admirable 
restraint in face of the grossest forms of 
provocation ; but Signor Mussolini is a law 
unto himself, and the attitude of his 
representatives on the so-called Non- 
Intervention Committee has been openly 
and deliberately obstructive. Very 
naturally, the French have been growing 
more and more impatient. They have 
been pressing for a decision in regard to

Admittedly, 
the whole Lusiness is a device to gain 
time; but Mr. Anthony Eden’s speech at 
Llandudno made it fairly clear that there 
cannot be much longer delay. Nobody in 
Britain or France cares very much 
whether or not the Spanish Government 
defeats General Franco or vice versa. 
Spain’s form of Government ought to be 
her own affair, If all the “ volunteers ’’ 
should be withdrawn from both sides there 
is very little doubt that the Government 
would make short work of the insurgents ; 
for it has been calculated by impartial 
ubservers that General Franco has eight 
foreign ‘‘ volunteers” for every one on 
the other side. The London proposals, 
however, suggest that equal numbers 
should be withdrawn from each side, so 
that ultimately the proportion will remain 
as it is at present, and General Franco 
will have a reasonable chance of success. 
What neither Britain nor France could 
tolerate for a moment is Italian domina- 
tion of Spain. Britain must main- 
tain her contact with India ria the 
Mediterranean, and Frances unin- 
terrupted communication with North 
Africa is a vital interest for the Republic. 
By this time Signor Mussolini must 
realise that the British and French are 
in deadly earnest. In the last analysis 


they will fight for the independence and | 


integrity of Spain, simply because they 
must fight for them. 
existence as Great Powers is at stake. 


Briton and Arab 


Hitherto repressive ‘measures in Pales- 
tine have been wont to show immediately 
beneficial results. A fortnight ago the 
British authorities, alarmed by the growth 
of disorder throughout the Holy Land, 
arrested five of the seven members of the 
Arab Higher Committee. They did not 
arrest the Grand Mufti, the most powerful 
Arab in Palestine, and spearhead of the 
revolt against Great Britain and Zionism, 
who remained secure in his fastness in the 
Mosque of Omar, although they deprived 
him of the titles and offices that gave him 
his power. Doubtless their forbearance 
was ‘‘diplomatic’’: to arrest the sacred 
person of the Grand Mufti might have 
stimulated Arab passions to an even more 
dangcrous degree. For that matter, it is 
probably through similar ‘‘ diplomacy ”’ 
that the Mufti has been permitted to 
escape to Damascus, where his presence 
hardly will be welcome to the French 
authorities. In spite of this omission, the 
British measures were rigorous enough to 
promise a period of. tranquillity in 
Palestine ; and it is significant that they 
have had quite a different effect. During 
the past few days, in particular, the 
familiar programme has been staged all 


over again. Trains have been ambushed, 


-“* clashes’’ between Arabs and Jews have 


taken “engagements ' between 
revolutionaries and police have occurred, 
culminating in the death of two British 
constables on Thursday night, and several 
shootings during the week-end, This dis- 
order shows the new strength of the Arab 
resistance. Virtually the entire executive 
of the nationalist movement has been 
deported, or has fled, from the Holy Land, 
but the rank and file appear to be more 
determined than ever. The trouble in 
Palestine daily assumes more and more the 
aspect of a. fully-fledged úbrising against 
British control of the country. Until 
recently the object, of the Arabs’s resent- 
ment was the flood of immigrant Jews; 
now it is the British Government. How 
far this new outlook is due to Italy's 
ceaseless propaganda in the Near East we 
cannot tell—though there is something 
ominous in the news that the important 
Arab chiefs of Libya have assured Signor 
Mussolini of their “‘ solidarity "’ with the 
Palestiman Arabs, If the Duce really is 
trying to foment a revolt of Islam he will 


place ; 


do Europe a bad turn; for Islam, when 


once it sets its feet on the war-path, is no 
more likely to endure dictation from Italy 
than from England, and Ethiopia is at nc 
great distance from several Islamic 
nations. Whatever the cause, Britain is 
face to face with a situation of grave 
danger, and nobody can tell what will 
happen. If she relaxes her hold upon 
Palestine, the whole project of a Jewish 
national home will come to a sudden and 
sanguinary end. If, on the contrary, she 
tightens her grip, she will run the risk of 
a perilous loss of popularity in the Near 
East at the very moment when events in 
the Mediterranean demand that her 
prestige shall be maintained. The choice 
is a difficult one; and the fact that she 
must’ make it is a commentary on the 
imprudence of making promises under the 
stress of war.

This ship, No. 1,029, marks a new epoch 
in ocean travel, as she wil! offer a fast, 
comfortable service to the large and in 

creasing number of travellers who demand 
good accommodation at a moderate price. 

The day has passed when long-distance 
travel was the perquisite of the wealthy. 
and the leisured ; to-day every country is 
competing vigorously for the visitor of 
moderate means and with only a limited 
time in which to travel. To this great 
class both time and money are limiting 
influences in the selection of a trip, and 
it is for this class that the new ship has 
been designed and built. When she takes 
the water next summer she will be not 
only England’s biggest ship, but also a 
democratic liner.

At Saturday’s meeting, adds The Times, 
the representatives of the nine Powers 
forming the Sub-Committee could only 
engage in a general and preliminary dis- 
cussion, which was not always relevant to 
the matter in hand. As the Belgian 
Ambassador pointed out, recriminations 
are obviously quite useless. The Com- 
mittee’s business is to provide for the 
future, not to dwell upon the past. It can 
be left to history to decide which Govern 
ment, or Governments, have been most re 
sponsible for failures in the policy of non 
intervention. The present task is to re 
pair the failures and to reach agreements 
which will make the policy effective. 

‘Count Grandi accepted the proposal that 
an endeavour should be made to secure 
the immediate withdrawal of a certain 
number of foreign combatants, though he 
made it a condition that the number 
should be equal on both sides—a condi- 
tion which is hardly acceptable, if, as 
there seems reason to believe, the number 
of foreign troops supporting General 
Franco is many times yreater than the 
number of volunteers serving under the 
Valencia Government. Count Grandi also 
declared that Italy had always been in 
favour of a control system as complete and 
as effective as possible. Where he differed 
from the French and British view was in 
the urgency which he attached -to the 
question of neutrality and belligerent 
rights, which could not, he said, be 
delayed or subordinated to any other. 
This was the rock upon which the British 
proposals of ‘ast summer were wrecked. 
The question of belligerent rights is not 
nearly so simple as it looks, As a matter 
of fact, the non-intervention agreement, 
if it had been loyally observed upon both 
sides, would have given both parties al! 
the advantages which they could have 
derived from the most complete exercise 
of belligerent rights without the inter 
ference with shipping which the grant of 
these rights would involve. It was an 
attempt co create a new technique for 
meeting such, cases. 

These difficulties, however, serious as 
they are, could doubtless be overcome 
as part of an agreement putting an 
end to the flow of foreign combatants 
and munitions into Spain. in that 
case, serious consideration might also 
well be given to the possibility 
of meeting the grievance over what Count 
Grandi denounced as the ‘‘ intolerable 
abuse ’’ in the Mediterranean of the flags 
of some of the great Powers. 

The necessary preliminary, however. to 
any agreement is that effective steps should 
be taken to end, once for all, the move. 
ment of munitions and _ reinforcements 
from abroad. As soon as the reauired 
undertakings have been given and the 
necessary control estab'ished, it wil] be 
possible to arrange for the withdrawal of 
troops already there. and to fix a stage 
in the programme at which it will be pos. 
sible. with the proper safeguards. to grant 
belligerent rights to the two rival Govern. 
ments. The problem is not insoluble. 
given a sincere desire to restore non 
intervention and to make it effective.

HE Sub-Committee of the Non-Inter- 
vention Committee met yesterday, and 
‘there ate hopes that agreement may be 
re d regarding the question of the 
evacuation of forei volunteers from 
Spain when the full Committee meets 
during the week. It is extraordinary what 
ins are being taken to get the volunteers 
out of Spain in view of France’s threat to 
open her frontiers for supplies of arms and 
munitions to the Spanish Government. It 
is rather noticeable that nothing is said 
of the supplies of war materia] that for 
months past have been passing from 
France into Spain for the use of one or 
other of the contending forces. The only 
country that has been most careful not to 
intervene in any way is Great Britain, and 
while most people would welcome a really 
sound non-intervention agreement it seems 
that it is extremely difficult to arrange. 
If it cannot be secured without much 
further delay, it is the feeling in Conserva- 
tive circles that the sooner the British 
Government retires from a business which 
at any moment may become dangerous the 
better it will be for this country. 

The Prime Minister and Mr. Eden are 
very worried about the international situa- 
tion, and it is rumoured that they do not 
altogether rule out a possibility of war in 
one direction or another. The position 
in regard to Spain is one which may 
become dangerous at any moment, while 
in the Far East Japan is trying the temper 
of the European countries severely. 
Palestine 1s a real source of worry at the 
moment. It is a sign of the times that 
Mr. Chamberlain took Mr. Attlee and Mr. 
Greenwood into council during the past 
week, and it is understoed that he re- 
ceived assurances that the Opposition 
would support the Government in every 
way should serious trouble develop. 


Disturbed Week-ende 


This has been the busiest week-end in 
London for diplomatic activity since early 
last year, when the Council of the League 
held an emergency meeting in London on a 
Saturday to deal with the remilitarisation 
of the Rhineland. Yesterday’s meeting 
of the Non-Intervention Sub-Committee 
was a new departure, since throughout the 
critical negotiations in the summer the 
Non-Intervention Committee made a point 
of breaking off for the week-end, and 
usually adjourned at a fairly early hour 
on Friday. Diplomats and Government 
officials have had a busy time’ recently

Japan and President Roosevelt 


The decision of President Roosevelt that 
he will be represented at the Nine Power 
Conference at Brussels by Mr. Norman 
Davis, his Ambassador-at-large, is of the 
greatest interest, inasmuch as it is a sign 
that the United States Government intend 
to take up a strong attitude regarding 
Japanese aggression. Mr. Davis will be 
‘accompanied by a big delegation of 
advisers and experts, and, no doubt, will 
be prepared to give all the help he can 
towards solving the problem of protecting 
China from Japan. Hitherto the United 
States has hesitated to come into the arena 
when it has been a matter of protesting 
against aggression, but fromthe fact that 
the invitation of this country to take part 
in the Conference was accepted so quickly 
in Washington it is thought that a period 
of indecision may be followed by pro- 
nounced activity. Only a few days ago it 
was being said here that President Roose- 
velt would do nothing in connection with 
China, bat today that assertion is com- 
pletely discounted by his present attitude. 


Commissions from the Ranks 


In the course of the next session of 
Parliament the report of the Willingdon 
Committee on the shortage of officers will 
be debated. and the discussion should be 
enlightening. The Committee has been at 
work since May considering remedies, and 
its conclusions will be of importance to 
all officers now serving. It is understood 
that the subject of commissions from the 
ranks has been treated exhaustively, and 
that an extension of the present facilities 
offered to keen young non-commissioned 
officers to go to Woolwich Academy or to 
the Royal] Military College at Sandhurst 
will be strongly recommended. There are 
many young men of good birth and educa- 
tion as private soldiers in the army to-day, 
quite suitable for commissions if given the 
proper opportunities. 


Labour and Agriculture 


‘With the object of gaining support in 
rural areas the Labour Party has set up 
an agricultural campaign ccmmittee, whic! 
is to form local branches, with the idea of 
attracting membership for the Party. A 
new campaign of propaganda is beinz 
drawn ap, and many meetings are being 
arranged for next year. The inclusion of 
farm workers in the Naticnal Health and 
Unemployment scheme nas done much to 
bring about a tendency for land workers 
to combine, and the Labour Party is 
making an endeavour to take advantage of 
this development. Socialists, however. 
will not be left alone in their effort, and 
greater activity in rural districts is to be 
shown by the Conservatives. It has been 
noted that on occasions such as a general 
election rural voters have had no time to 
record their votes when the polling 
stations are remote from their homes, and 
it is hoped that provisions will be made 
in future so that every elector may get to 


the poll.

ASPECTS OF NON. 
INTERVENTION CRUX 
at i 


| MPORTANT progress was made 

on Saturday when Ambassadors 
and Ministers of nine nations, who 
comprise Lord Plymouth’s fub-Com- 
mittee of the Non-Interyention Com- 
mittee, met at the Foreign Office to 
face again the problem of the with- 
drawal of foreign volunteers from 
Spain. : 

M. Corbin, the: French Ambassador, 
proposed at the outset a five-point pro 
gramme, which suggested that all the 
Governments on the Committee should 
exercise their influence at Valencia and 
Salamanca to ensure that in a very short 
time a definite number of volunteers 
should be withdrawn from either side. 

Count Grandi, the Italian Ambassador, 
announced that he was‘authorised by his 
Government to state that they accepted 
the proposal of a partial withdrawal of a 
certain number of volunteers in equal 
quantity from both sides, as a substantial 
beginning of the application of the British 
plan, and-of the conditions fixed by the 
plan itself. 


GERMANY WITH BRITAIN 


Italy suggested, therefore, that the 
two sides in Spain be immediately 
approached. 

Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Ambasador (who had flown to London 
from Germany yesterday specially for the 
meeting), said that Germany accepted 
and stood by the British plan. 

Although M. Maisky, the Russian 
Ambassador, promised to refer the pro- 
posals at once to his Government, he 
expressed his personal view that non- 
intervention could not now be made a 
success. 

After more than ninety minutes’ dis- 
cussion the Sub-Committee agreed to meet 
again at 4 p.m. to-morrow, by which time 
all the delegates will have full instruc- 
tions from their Governments, and the im- 
portant task will begin of discussing in 
detail the French proposals. 

_ Mr. Eden will preside at this meeting, 
in the absence of Lord Plymouth. 

In spite of the good beginning that 
has been made, it will be at these 
subsequent talks that the testing time 
will come: 

Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Ambassador, in his speech, the text of 
which was issued by the German 
Embassy, said that Mr. Eden’s remarks at 
Llandudno last Friday gave the impression 
that “ the handling of non intervention in 
Spain was a sort of special privilege of 
France and England alone.” 

“Mr. Eden speaks with a certain 

criticism of the work of this Committee,” 
he went on. ‘‘ Surely Mr. Eden is aware 
that this criticism cannot be directed 
against the German or Italian Govern- 
ments or their representatives within this 
Committee who have always shown that 
spirit of collaboration which Mr. Eden so 
rightly claims for his nation’ and its 
representatives. 
_ “If the criticism of this Committee is 
justified—and I wil] not deny that I have 
expressed myself to that effect repeatedly, 
I am sorry Mr. Eden has not mentioned 
the right wise against which it should 
be directed. That is in the first place 
Soviet Russia, whose dilatory tactics 
caused the breakdown in July, and with- 
out whose interference in Spain there 
would be no need for the existence of this 
Committee. 


PESSIMISTIC OUTLOOK 


“If the British Foreign Secretary 
further indicates that intervention has 
been going on all the time and that a 
grave situation might now be created, I 
do not quite see what particular reason 
may induce Mr. Eden now to take such 
a grave and pessimistic outlook on the 
situation of non-intervention. 

“Our responsibility within this Com- 
mittee is so high and so great that I am 
sure every member will share this view— 
that we should go to the bottom of things 
before—if ever—we should declare that 
non-intervention has failed. 

“Tf all the non-intervention Powers 
were now willing to grant belligerent 
rights to Franco the German Government 
would be ready—in spite of most serious 
scruples—to concede them to the Valencia 
authorities.”’ 


FRANCE CAUTIOUS 


Cautious optimism was the keynote of 
French opinion yesterday concerning the 
possible outcome of the work of the Non- 
Intervention Committee. French circles 
believe that increasingly close co-operation 
between France and Britain may be suc- 
cessful in overcoming the obvious diffi- 
culties of the situation, and prevent any 
modification of the present equilibrium of 
Europe. The terms in which the latest 
Italian views are expressed are regarded 
as being more conciliatory than hitherto,. 
though it is still considered that they bear 
a certain taint of wntransigence. 

While admitting that there is an im- 
provement in the form of Italy’s apparent 
willingness to consider partial evacuation 
as a preliminary to more extensive 
measures, the French still deplore the 
talk of a numerically equa) withdrawal 
from each side. Such a course, they con- 
sider, would be definitely favourable to 
General Franco. 


GERMANY

CAVAN'S UNAVAILING 
EFFORT

66 1? gild refined gold, to paint 
the lily. ...’? Three weeks 
ago one had seen a contest so thrill- 
ing that, in remembering it, one 
feared a little for the quality of this 
replay between Kerry and Cavan. 
That hour which had been so crowded 
with excitement was as a bit of 
glorious life which one might not see 
a second time. Could there ever be 
& game just like it between “these: 
teams again? 3 

For three weeks the drawn final had 
been replayed through the length and 
breadth of the land, each one who had 
seen it carrying with him an excitement 
which was being shaped into expectation of 
seeing it for the second time as a still 
more intense series of thrills. 

That seemed to be the concentrated mood 
of the crowd as, in dense masses, it began 
to gather at Croke Park from long before 
noon. It seemed held by an intensity 
which was deeper of grip than any excited 
anticipation. It was gathering as it with 
a quietness that might almost be a kind 
of fear. 

The drawn game was something nearer 
than a memory. If it had gone on for 
fifteen minutes longer it had looked, at 
least to one who watched, as if Cavan 
could not possibly have lost.. But then it 
did not seem to have ended at all. The 
curtain had been pulled down only to give 
breathing space in a dramatic spectacle 
that had beén almost too intense to witness 
longer. One had gone from the field 
scarcely knowing which team had won. As 
drama the ending of that day had been 
perfect. 


“TIT MUST BE TERRIBLE” 


The scene had ‘not been changed. Time 
had been pushed back a little, and Kerry 
and Cavan were taking the field again. 
The game was going to continue now—for 
more than fifteen minutes; that was all. 
One had a sudden feeling of the crowd's 
expectancy, its vast concentration upon 
these thirty men. My neighbour on the 
side-line sensed it and put it into words: 
“Tt must be terrible upon the poor 
players.” But they did not seem to feel 
it as they laughed back to the crowd. All 
muscle and life and instinct, what did 
they care for the subtler powers of the 
mind? Yet somehow one felt that all this 
mass of pent-up excitement was going to 
tell upon the game. It might be, for 
numbers, the same crowd as before, 
although, as a specvator, one did not feel 
from it the same pressure. It was dis- 
ciplined by its own mood. ' 

One noticed small things, and feit írom 
the remarks around that one was not 
alone in seeing them. Two sparrows, 
greatly daring on the pitch, a little 
flight of birds above, a dead leaf or 
two floating in upon the soft October 
air. Then perfect stillness for a moment. 


SLOW START 


The game starts slowly, and one can 
see from the first few minutes’ play that 
the intensity of the onlookers is heavy 
upon the players. They seem to drive 
blindly into the game. Kerry and Cavan 
have tried in turn for a score, but both 
have shot wide. There are mishaps to 
players, which still further slow down the 
game. There are delays, which are 
moments for recovery for both sides, and 
one can see how fierce really have been the 
clashes of these first few minutes. 

Now the game seems to lighten, as if 
the first sticky intensity had gone out of 
it. But not for long. All around is the 
feeling, variously expressed, that it is 
going to be a grim struggle. 7 ie audible 
quality which surrounds grim encounters 
seems sometimes to take another form, - 
and to ascend as a cloud above the scene, 
giving a sense of thickness to. the air. 
That is here now. There is a deep mur- 
murous sound, which does not crash into 
hearty cheering. 

Kerry, endeavouring to get that heavi- 
ness out of the game, have missed what 
have looked like easy chances of scoring. 
At length they smash home a goal. The 
excitement takes brighter form upon the 
restari. It has suddenly the quality of 
ecstacy. Are we going to see again the 


‘sheer and shining exciter at of three 


weeks ago? In another moment it does 


not seem so. 


NOTHING LEFT TO CHANCE 


There is again a stickiness in this game. 
The tackling is too close, too keen ; nothing 
is being left to chance. The game has not 
yet opened up at all. But will it open 
now? There seems to be a change upon 
the murmurous noise. It has broken into 
real cheering. We are waiting for the 
scores from Cavan that are overdue. They 
score, but a point only. It is followed 
up by another, and with desperate tenacity 
they seem to settle down into something 
like their form of three weeks ago. But 
it has none of the same spectacular 
quality. Their favourite tactics are not 
permitted to emerge largely. 

It seems as if the concentrated excite- 
ment of the crowd has gripped and stayed 
again the movements of the players of 
both teams. There are moments when 
they appear to be locked in a deadly 
struggle. They collide with one another 
and fall even when the ball is not in play 
between them. 


SCORES STAND LEVEL

OBITUARY

MR. EDWARD WATSCN 


The death took place on Saturday night of 
Mr, Edward Watson, former mauaging 
director of the City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company, at his residence, 10 
terrace, Bray. County Wicklow Mr. Watson, 
who was born in 1646, was a son of the late 
Mr. William Watson, of 25 Fitzwilliam place, 
Dublin. His mother was a daughter of the 
Rev. Canon Morgan, Rector of Duniavin, 
County Wicklow. In his earlier years Mr. 
Watson served with a commission in the 
British Army. He was a graduate of Dublin 
University, where he obtained the M.A. 
degree, and he also qualified as a barrister. 
In 1883 he became joint managing director 
of the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company 
with his brother, Sir William Watson, and 
in 1884 he became managing director of the 
firm. Up to 1896 he was a member of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, and for some 
time he was one of the trustees of Nelson 
Pillar. It was during Mr. Watson’s period 
as managing director of the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company that the disaster of 
the Leinster, one of the company’s boats, 
occurred. The boat. which had been “ com- 
mandeered’’ by the British Government, was 
torpedoed in the Irish Channel with 
loss of life.

Viscount Craigavon. That was purely a 
matter that concerned them in their relation- 
ship with Westminster, and it concerned them 
nil equaliv, For this reason, and remember- 
ing the long history of the controversy, he 
thought that the unity of Viscount Craig- 
avon's Partv should not ke disturbed by it; 
and that with Mr. Stewart recognising, as he 
had said, the essential unity of that party, 
they should all stand unitedly together in 
lahouring for the best welfare of Northern 
Ireland, the land of which every one of them 
felt rightly proud. 


REPLY TO MR, DE VALERA 


Colonel Gordon; M.P., referred to Mr.

The concert opened with a splendid render. 
ing of the overture of “ The Mastersingers,’’ 
and one followed with absorbed interest the 
skilled manner in which Mr. Bridge brought 
out the elaborate pattern which Wagner has 
woven. There was a grandness in the de- 
livery of the theme of the sturdy old Master- 
singers: with which the love-€pisode. taken 
from Walther’s prize song was delightfully 
contrasted.

‘NEW WORLD” 


The high light of the orchestral work of 
the night, however, was the “ New World ”’ 
symphony of Dvarak. and there there was 
almost unlimited fare on which to feast. This 
work, which was written by Dvorak after 
his sojourn for a few years in America, 
reveals an almost inexhaustible wealth of 
melodic invention, as well as rich variety 
of colouring on the part of the composer. 
That he was stirred by the appeal of the 
negro spirituel is very evident in the different 
movements of this symphony, but it is alse 
made clear that he has not escaped from the 
very marked influence of his own Bohemian 
native music. ' 

One liked Mr. Bridge’s treatment of the 
work, especially the exquisite second move 
ment, whers he secured lovely effects from 
his strings and wood-wird, There was 
delightful humour, as well as very skilled 
technique, in all departments of the orchestra, 
in the playful third movement. 

The delicacy of strings’ and wood-wind 
was also admirable in the playing of Delius’ 
“On Hearing the First Cuckoo of Spring.” 


TONE CONT™ ASTS 


The concluding offering “by the orchestra, 
Berlioz “ Hungarian March,” was full of 
life and colour, the brasses, which had done 
excellently during the night, had a glorious 
time, but, though it was all splendid, one 
would have liked from the conductor stronger 
contrasts in tone, especially from the strings 
More delicate playing here would have given 
a more striking contrast. 

The progiamme included pianoforte solos 
by Mr. Angus Morrison, who proved a young 
man of highly accomplished parts, One 
liked immensely his interpretation of the 
Debussy picces, Prelude in A minor and 
“ Keflets dans l’eau’’—there was a fascinat- 
ing exotic charm about them.

The real 
test of a ration lies in its practical re- 
sults Ag wel. as being properly con- 
stitutec or ‘ balanced,” 1t anust be palat 
able and, above all, suitable. to the 
digestive organs. of the birds for which 
it is intended. Also it. rust comfortably 
fill ‘the digestive organs and pass through 
‘them at the norma al rate, neither too fast 
nor too slow.
